May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioner of Education in Ireland, respectfully submit the following 
general Report of our proceedings during the year 1894. 

Since the date of our last Report, two changes have taken place in the constitution constitution ot 
of our Commission. In January of the present year, His Grace the Most Rev. Dr. Commi ” lon ' 
Gregg, Lord Archbishop of Armagh, resigned the office of Commissioner representing 
the Armagh Protestant Board of Education, and his place was filled by the election of 
Mi-. James H. Stronge of Armagh. And in November, 1894, the Most Rev. Richard 
Owens, d.d., Lord Bishop of Clogher, was elected Commissioner by the Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic Board of Education, in the place of Archdeacon Smollen, who resigned his 
Commissionership. The names of the present Board are set out infrd , Appendix A, 

No. I., p. 8. 

We held ordinary Quarterly Meetings on January 10, April 11, July 5, and October 4, Meetings and 
and Special Meetings on March G, May 7, and December 18. A Table of Attendances AtlendflT ' coa- 
is given infra, Appendix A, No. II., p. 9. At the Meeting held on January 10, 1894, we 
elected the Provost of Trinity College to be our Chairman, and the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Molloy to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. 

We also, at our January Meeting, appointed a Standing Committee, consisting of the sumimg ^ 
existing members of the Finance Committee, with Rev. Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Starkie. 

We entrusted to the Standing Committee the transaction of all such business as we 
could lawfully depute to a Committee, including the various duties which had been 
theretofore discharged by the Finance Committee. During the year, the Standing 
Committee held twenty-three meetings. A Table showing the days for which meetings 
had been summoned, and the attendances of the members of the Committee, will be 
found infra, Appendix A, No. III., p. 9. 


Accounts. 

Our Balance Sheet and Accounts for 1894, which are ready for audit by the Accounts. 
Local Government Board, together with a Summary of our receipts and expenditure 
for the year, are given in Appendix B, Nos. I. to III., infra, pp. 10-15. 

The total receipts for the year, including a sum of £123 16s. 2d., dividends on the Receipts, 
invested Building Funds belonging to the Cavan,|Fermanagh,aud Tyrone Roman Catholic 
Boards of Education, amounted to £7,559 Os. 3d., as against £9,132 6s. 2d. in 1893. 

The falling off is accounted for by diminished rent receipts, during the calendar year 
1894, in the case of two of our Estates, and also by the fact that, since July 5, 1894, we 
have ceased to receive any moneys in respect of the- Midleton and Clonmel School 
Endowments, which have been transferred to Local Governing Bodies.

Expenditure. Our Expenditure during the same period was £8,403 13s. 1 d., and to meet the 
excess of expenditure over income, the credit balance of £3,226 3s. lit/, with which we 
commenced the year, was reduced by the sum of £833 13s. 10d. £2,145 13s. 0d of 

our expenditure was absorbed by charges connected with Estate management 
£ 1,81 7 Os. lid was paid in retiring annuities to Head and Assistant Masters, under 
the Scheme, £3,384 Os. 5 d. was divided between the Ulster Local Boards of Education, 
£116 Os. 5 d. was paid to the Cavan, Fermanagh, and Tyrone Roman Catholic Boards^ 
for dividends on the invested portion of their Building Funds, and the remainder, 
being £940 18s. 4d, was set apart and applied for tlis purposes of the Carysfort Royal 
School Endowment and the several Private School Endowments under our care. 

The Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

Schools^ The period referred to in Sec. 56 of Scheme No. 34 as the “ first three years,” which 
00 ' was given for the purpose of enabling each Local Board to establish a School or Schools 
qualified to share in the Endowments of the several Districts, expired, with respect to 
all the above Endowments, on December 31, 1894. Each Local Board has established 
one School to be managed in pursuance of the provisions of the Scheme, which will be 
entitled to share in the moneys payable to the Local Board, as long as it fulfils the 
conditions prescribed in the Scheme, Secs. 5 7 and 59, and Schedule I. 

The following Table gives the name and situation of each School so established, 
with the number of Pupils in attendance, and the name of the Head Master, and shows 
the Local Board under whose management it is conducted.

As stated in our last Report, it will be our duty to satisfy ourselves that these Schools, 
or other the Schools which may be from time to time established or selected for the 
purpose by the Local Board, are qualified to share in the Endowments as prescribed in 
the Scheme. 

On this subject, the Scheme provides that we may accept the certificate of the 
Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, or we may ascertain the fulfilment of the 
prescribed conditions, in such manner as we think nocessary. The question is at present 
under our consideration, as well as a letter of the Under Secretary requesting us to 
submit, for your Excellency’s consideration, suggestions as to the appointment, in 
pursuance of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, of an Inspector of the 
Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

Local Boards. The Local Boards of Education . — In Appendix C., infra pp. 16-25, we print the 
Annual Reports of these Boards. 

Armagh. I- Armagh District. — -The Protestant Board were anxious to acquire, by purchase, the 

Commissioners interest in the Royal School premises, and, to provide funds, they held 
a bazaar which realized £324 Os. 3 d. We found, however, that under the Scheme we 
had no power, under present circumstances, to part with our interest in thejpremises to 
the Protestant Board. 

The number of pupils at Armagh Royal School in June, 1894, being 21 boarders 
and 35 day boys, shows a slight increase over the corresponding cumbers for 1893. 
Seven pupils passed the Intermediate Examinations. 

The Armagh Roman Catholic Board have adopted St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, as 
the School to share in the Armagh Royal School Endowments. Out of a total of 35 
pupils — 30 boarders and 5 day boys — 11 presented themselves at the Intermediate 
Examinations in 1894, and 9 passed. 

During the year we distributed between the Local Boards a sum of £864 Os. 5 d. 
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II. Cavan District. The Cavan Royal School is maintained in operation by the Cavan. 
Cavan Protestant Board. In 1894, there were 4 boarders and 24 day boys on the Roll 

of pupils. 

The Cavan Roman Catholic Board report that 57 pupils were in attendance in 
October, 1894, at St, Patrick’s College, Cavan, being a slight advance on the previous 
year. Out of 15 pupils who presented themselves at the Intermediate Examinations, 

13 passed. 

We were only able to divide £120 between the Local Boards. 

III. Donegal District . — The Donegal Protestant Board opened a School in Raphoe Donegal. 
Royal School buildings in September, 1893, with 20 pupils. The number had increased 

to 38 in June, 1894. 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, which is managed by the Donegal Roman 
Catholic Board, is reported to be in a flourishing condition, 19 of its pupils having 
passed the last Intermediate Examinations. The number in attendance during the 
past year was 46. 

We divided £200 between the Local Boards during the year. 

1Y. Fermanagh District . — The Fermanagh Protestant Board record the continued Fermanagh, 
efficiency and success of Porto ra Royal School. They return 71 boarders and 31 day 
boys on the Roll in June, 1894, and they append to their Report a long list of 
successes of Portora boys at the Intermediate and other public Examinations. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary is returned by the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board with 

54 pupils during the last academic year. Two of these gained Exhibitions at the 
Intermediate Examinations. 

£1,200 wa3 divided between the Local Boards during the year. 

Y. Tyrone District . — Dungannon Royal School is reported by the Tyrone Protestant Tyrone _ 
Board to be making steady progress. In November, 1894, there were 30 boarders and 

55 day pupils on the Roll, of whom 18 passed the Intermediate Examinations. The 
discipline of the School is reported to have been duly maintained. 

The Tyrone Roman Catholic Board report an increased attendance at St. Patrick’s 
Academy, Dungannon, there being 31 pupils in attendance, 1 of whom gained an 
Exhibition at the Intermediate Examinations. 

We divided £1,000 between the Local Boards during the year. 


Other Endowments Vested in the Commissioners. 

1 . — Other Royal School Endowments. 

Banagher . — The debt which was due to Government out of this estate has been paid mnagher. 
off out of the rents collected by the Receiver appointed by the Court. We are 
about to take steps to have the Receiver discharged, and to have the estate placed 
again under our control. The future application of the Endowments will be regulated 
by Scheme No. 90 of the Educational Endowments Commissioners, which is at present 
pending before Parliament. 

Carysfyrt . — The Sheeana National School and the Mucreddin National School have extort, 
been maintained and were in operation during the year, in accordance with the 
provisions of Scheme No. 85. The average attendance of Pupils at Sheeana during 
the year was 8 Boys and 9 Girls ; while in Macreddin the average attendance was 1 7 
Boys and 12 Girls. 

During the year, a sum of £89 12s. 6 d. was divided between the Rev. Mi-. Jeffares, 
Incumbent of Ballmaclash, and the Rev. Dr. O'Mulioy, Parish Priest of Aughrim, in 
equal shares, to be applied by them for the purposes of the Scheme. 


2 . — Endowments of Private Origin. 

Clonmel Grammar School . — By Deed dated July 5, 1894, this School and the ca.mmM. 
Endowments thereof were conveyed to “ The Governors of the Clonmel Grammar 
School,” constituted under Scheme No. 45 of the Educational Endowments Com- 
missioners. The administration of the Endowments, therefore, has passed out of our 
control. 

Midleton . — By Scheme No. 105, dated March 19, 1894, this School and its Eudow- Midleton. 
meats, and the control and administration thereof, passed to a Local Governing Body, 
entitled “ The Governors of Midleton Endowed School.”

Ballyroan School. The Preston Queen’s Co. Endowment. — Scheme No, 111, which 
was finally approved on October 26, 1894, provides that Ballyroan School be closed, 
and the Head Master paid off up to the date of the Scheme, and that the income of the 
Preston Endowment hitherto applicable to Ballyroan School, with the income derived 
from Ballyroan School and Lands, or the proceeds of the sale thereof, be applied for 
the benefit of a School to be established in Abbeyleix or a School to be established in 
Maryborough, or for both of such Schools ; but so that, while both Schools are in 
operation, neither is to receive less than onc-third of the income. With a view to the 
establishment and management of these Schools, provision is made for the recognition 
by us of competent Local School Authorities at Abbeyleix and at Maryborough. 

A School Committee which has been in existence some years in connection with the- 
proceedings of the Educational Endownments Commissioners, and of which Lord de- 
Vesci is Chairman, has been recognized by us as the Abbeyleix Local School Authority. 
They propose, subject to our approval, to establish a School, under the Scheme, in 
premises at Abbeyleix known as the Assembly Rooms. Our Secretary has inspected 
these premises, and in his Report, which we have approved, he recommends them as 
suitable for the purposes of a School, subject to certain structural alterations and 
additions being made by the Local School Authority. 

No step, so far as we know, has been taken for the establishment, under the Scheme, 
of a School at Maryborough. 

The Leamy Endowments , Limerick. — By Scheme No. 95, which received Your 
Excellency's Final approval on April 13, 1894, these Endowments became vested in us. 
They consist of a School -ho use and offices in Hartstonge-street, Limerick, known as 
Leamy’s Free School, and a sum of £10,413 3a id., Government Consolidated Stock, 
which lately was under the care of the Court of Chancery, but which we have had 
transferred to our account. 

The Scheme created two Local Boards of Education in Limerick — the Leamy 
Protestant Board, and the Leamy Roman Catholic Board — and provided, in the first 
instance, that, for a period of six months after the date of the Scheme, the Protestant 
Board might remain in possession of the School buildings, and receive the whole 
income of the Endowments, and use and apply the same in the same manner as the 
Board of Trustees, which existed previous to the Scheme, might have done. After the 
expiration of this period, the School buildings were to be given over to the Roman 
Catholic Board, if they applied to us for them, as provided in the Scheme. 

Application for possession of the buildings was duly made to us by the Roman 
Cathol Ic Board, and on October 15, 1894, possession was surrendered by the Protestant 
Board and given to tho Roman Catholic Board, who now hold the buildings for the 
purposes set forth in the Scheme. 

In lieu of the School buildings which were thus surrendered by the Protestant 
Board, a sum of £2,000 has been set apart, out of the Capital of the Endowments, 
for the use of that Board, one-half of which they are empowered to expend in pro- 
viding a new School to be managed by them : the income of the remainder being added 
to their share of the income of the Endowments, as provided for under the Scheme. 

The Trusts of the Endowments are declared to be for the purpose of promoting the 
Elementary, Technical, and Intermediate Education of the Poor in the City of Limerick 
and its neighbourhood, and, subject to the provisions made by the Scheme for the 
retiring allowances of the Teachers of the discontinued Leamy’s Free School, one-fourth 
of the net income of the Endowments is to be paid to the Protestant Board, and three- 
fourths thereof to the Roman Catholic Board, to be applied by each Board for the 
benefit of selected Schools, in or near the City of Limerick, available for Intermediate, 
Technical, or Elementary Education. 

As the permanent provisions of this Scheme have been in operation only for a short 
time, we have, as yet, no Educational Report to present on the subject of these Endow- 
ments. 


3. The Endowments of the Diocesan Schools of Leighlin; Limerick; Meath and 
Ardagh ; and Tuam, Killala , and Achonry. 

Diocesan The income of these Endowments is accumulating. The Scheme for their future 

Schools. management is, we understand, before Parliament, upon the petition of persons 
interested in the Endowments of the Limerick Diocesan School. 
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Estate Management and School Buildings. 

In Appendix B, Nos. IV. and V., infra , pp. 14, 15, will be found Summaries of our 
Rentals and of our Agents accounts for the year to September-November, 1893 ; 
excluding, however, the Clonmel Estate, which has passed from us to a Local Governing 
Body, and the Donegal Estate, which we have agreed to sell to the occupying tenants 
thereof. As stated in our last Report, we allowed an abatement of 1 5 per cent to 
non-judicial tenants on the Cavan Estate, but we allowed no other general abatement. 
With respect to the Donegal Estate, we commuted the rent which became due, since 
November, 1892, for the payment of interest at 4 per cent, for one year, by each tenant 
on the amount of purchase money which has been agreed upon as the price of his 
holding. This produced a sum of £289 2s. id. 

The rent collection for the year 1893 appeal’s to have been, in every way, more 
satisfactory than for the previous year. Although our Rental was reduced by £127, 
we received from the Estates £487 more than in 1892 ; while the abatements granted 
were £176 less, and the arrears outstanding were reduced by £256. 

We take this opportunity of acknowledging the great assistance we have received 
from the several Estates Committees in matters connected with Estate management. 

The Rentals for the year 1894 have not yet come to hand ; we have authorized 
abatements on the Cavan, Enniskillen, and Tyrone Estates of 15 per cent, to non-judicial 
tenants, and we believe that when the accounts are made up, our receipts will be found 
to have diminished. 

Considerable advance has been made in the proceedings for the sale of the Donegal 
Estate to the occupying tenants, under the provisions of the Land Purchase Acts. 

Under the arrangement to which we referred in our last Report, we have been 
furnished with copies of reports of the officers of the Board of Works on the condition 
of the buildings vested in us. Dungannon Royal School is in very fair condition, a 
good deal in the way of repairs has been done at Portora, and such repairs as were 
necessary and urgent have been effected at Raphoe. In the cases of Armagh and 
Cavan little has, as yet, been done to carry out the improvements suggested. It 
is, however, but right to 3ay that want of necessary funds has been the main 
cause why the repairs thus indicated, which were sanctioned and approved by us, 
have not been fully carried out: with the limited funds at their command, the Local 
Boards in possession of the Royal School buildings have done all that could be reason- 
ably expected of them. The Preston School, Navan, is in fair condition, and the 
Sheeana National School, Co. Wicklow, is in the state of good and substantial repair 
in which we placed it in the year 1893. 

All which we have the honour to submit as our Report in the premises.

REPORTS OF THE LOCAL BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 


L Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Report for the year ending June 30th, 1894. 

The Armagh Protestant Board of Education beg to submit the following as their Report for the year ending 
June 30th, 1894. 

It is with the greatest regret that we report the death of our late Chairman, the Most Rev. Robert Knox, 
the Lord Primate, who took so large an interest in the cause of Education and in the proceedings of our Board, 
and whose never failing courtesy endeared him to us all. 

The present Primate succeeded cx-offioio to his seat on our Board, and was unanimously elected Chairman 
and our representative on the Board of the Commissioners of Education. 

The Rev. C. King Irwin, d.d., having removed from this county, his seat became vacant, and it has been 
filled by the election of the Rev. Augustine Fitzgerald, D.D., by the Armagh Diocesan Council. 

Mr. Win. Paul has for some time ceased to attend our meetings, and we have reason to believe that his seat 
has become vacant, but we have not as yet had an intimation of the appointment of his successor by the 
Methodist Conference. 

The Rev. John Elliott continues to hold the office of Vice-President, and Mr. Stronge that of Honorary 
Secretary. 

Mr. St. George, Mr. Wm. M'Crum, and Mr. Stronge continue to be our representatives on the Joint 
Estates Committee. 

In order to secure our enjoyment of the .Royal School Premises (and if possible to effect their purchase) a 
concert and a bazaar were held in the months of April and May, which together realized £324 Os. 3 d. This 
sum, with £50 10s. 6d. contributed by former pupils of the Royal School, has been invested in the purchase of 
£300 Belfast and Northern Counties Railway 4 per cent. Preference Stock, which stands in the name of our 
Board. Some further contributions from the latter source have Ireen promised. 

Our Board has addressed an inquiry to the Commissioner’s as to whether the Commissioners would be willing 
to treat with them for the sale of the Royal School premises to our Board, on the basis of the valuation placed 
upon them by the Committee of the Commissioners who ascertained the value of the private benefactions 
under Clause 63 of the Scheme, and the Board understood that this question has been referred to the Armagh 
Roman Catholic Board for their opinion. 

In the month of June advertisements were issued in accordance with the Scheme, offering two free places in 
the School, and fixing December 22nd as the date of the examination of the candidates. Mr. Dewar, National 
Board Inspector, Dungannon, has, with the sanction of the Commissioners, been appointed the Examiner. 

The number of. Boarders in the School on June 30th, 1894, was twenty-one and the number of Day Scholars 
thirty-five, showing a slight increase in both classes on the numbers of last year. 

Seven pupils passed the Intermediate Examination, and nineteen passed the Examination held by the 
Armagh Diocesan Board of Religious Education, at which four obtained Prizes. 

The following gentlemen are assisting the Head Master, Mr. Gordon, in the work of Education J. E. 
Lownds, Esq., m.a., Scholar of Clare Col., Camb. ; G. S. Baker, Esq., B.A., Scholar and Moderator of T.O.D. ; 
E. L. Fischer, Esq. ; S. Des Champs, Esq., b.a. ; W. Anderson, Esq., b.a. ; and S. M'Kimm, Esq.

At the first meeting the Board unanimously re-elected the officers of the preceding year and appointed His 
Eminence Cardinal Logue, Very Rev. Michael Carrigy, O.M., President, and Rev. Thomas Lawless, c.m., 
and T. Gavin, C.M., Professors in St. Patrick’s College, a School Committee, as prescribed in section 47 of 
the Scheme, to aid in the supervision and management of St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, it being the only 
School at present adopted by this Board. The Very Rev. Canon Coyne, Rev. Hugh M'Oscar, Messrs. Gallagher 
and Lavery, with the Honorary Secretary, were appointed a committee for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of section 59 of the Scheme with regard to free places to be awarded to pupils of Primary Schools 
in County Armagh. 

At subsequent meetings further steps were taken for carrying out the examinations for free places. 

A reply was sent in the following terms to the letter of the Secretary to the Commissioners in reference to 
the proposal of the Armagh Protestant Board to purchase the Armagh Royal School premises: — “That we 
strongly protest against any plan of purohase of the Armagh Royal School premises calculated to reduce our 
present income, and we beg to refer the Commissioners to section 68 of the Scheme which, we consider, 
prevents any sale of the premises being made so long as same are occupied for the present purposes, and that 
in the event of a sale it must be made to the best advantage.”

III. Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

Report from 1st June, 1893, to 1st June, 1894. 

June 27th, 1893. 

A meeting of the Cavan Protestant Local Board of Education was held in the Protestant Hall, on 
Tuesday, the 27th June, 1893, at 4 o’clock, to consider the financial position of the Board, and other matters. 
The following members were present : — The Lord Bishop in the chair ; Messrs. Samuel Sanderson, Richard 
Allen, James Hartley, Revs. "Win. M‘ Dowell, W. H. Hutchinson, and W. C. M'Causland, Hon. Sec. 
Mr. Hampton was also present by desire of the Board. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. 3L Bresland resigning his appointment as Assistant Master. Mr. Hampton 
was requested to procure a successor to Mr. Bresland, at the salary paid by the Board to him, namely, £50 
a year — the appointment to be subject to the approval of the Board. The following sums were ordered to 
be paid: — James Hampton, Esq., half year £5.0, to 1st July; Mr. Bresland half year to 1st July, £25 ; 
works done at the College, and paid for by Mr. Hampton — vouchers furnished — £13 10s. 9 d. 

The Board thought it not expedient to make any alteration in the financial arrangements of the School 
for the present. 

November 7th, 1893. 

A meeting was held at the Royal School, Cavan. The following members were present : — The Lord Bishop 
in the chair ; Robert "Walker, Esq., and W. C. M'Causland, Hon. Sec. 

A letter was read from Rev. W. M'Dowell, regretting his inability to attend. A telegram was received 
by the Secretary from the Rev. W. Todd Martin, Moderator of the General Assembly, intimating the 
re-election of the Presbyterian members of the Board for 1894. 

The appointment of Mr. Douglas Scott as Assistant Master was approved of. 


December 18th, 1893, 

A special meeting of the Board was. held in the Protestant Hall. Present : — The Lord Bishop in the chair, 
Messrs. Richard Allen, James Hartley, and Rev. W. 0. M'Causland. Hon. Sec. 

The following members were duly elected for the year 1894 : — Samuel Sanderson, Esq., and Rev. W. H. 
Hutchinson, to represent the Diocesan Council; Richard Allen, Esq., and Rev. W. C. M'Causland, 
to represent the Select Yestry of Cavan; Rev. Wm. M'Dowell, Rev. J. Gass, and Robert Walker, Esq., to 
represent the Presbyterian members of the Board ; James Hartley, Esq., to represent the other Protestant 
denominations. 

Dr. Traill was unanimously elected as our Commissioner for 1 894. 


February 6th, 1894. 

The quarterly meeting held in Protestant Hall. Present : — The Lord Bishop in the chair ; Messrs. Richard 
Allen, Robert Walker, Revs. W. M'Dowell, J. Gass, and W. C. M'Causland. 

The Lord Bishop was appointed Chairman for 1894 ; James Hartley, Vice-Chairman ; W. C. M'Causland, 
Hon. Sec. 

The financial position of the Board was considered. 

Statement of Accounts from Mr. Benison and Mi - . Murphy, Secretary to Commissioners of Education, 
considered. 

A Committee appointed consisting of Richard Allen, Esq., Revs. W. M'Dowell and W. C. M'Causland, 
to make arrangements for the Competitive Examination to be held in November or December next, for two 
Free Pupils — day boys — or if boarders, at a reduction of £10 yearly each. 

The arrangements as to subjects, examiners, time and place of examination, to be submitted to the Board at 
their meeting in May. Mr. Hampton was requested to assist the Committee in drawing up the programme, 
&c. 


May 1st, 1894. 

The quarterly meeting was held at the Royal School. Pi-esent : — The Lord Bishop in the chair ; Richard 
Allen, Esq. ; Revs. J. Gass, W. H. Hutchinson, W. M'Dowell, and W. C. M'Causland, Hon. Sec. 

It was proposed by Mr. M'Dowell, and seconded by Mr. Allen, that the Board meet on the first Wednesday 
in July, instead of the first Tuesday in August, owing to the probabilities of most of the members of the Board 
being absent during the month of August. 

The report of the Board of Works’ surveyor (Mr. S. K. Kirker) was considered, and it was resolved to 
postpone the works recommended by him to the School premises till the next meeting, in order that the Board 
might be in a better position to understand how far their financial resources will enable them to carry out the 
recommendations of the Board of Works’ surveyor. 

A programme for the Competitive Examination for two Free Pupils (day boys, or if boarders, at a reduction 
of £10 a year each) was submitted and approved of. 

The date fixed for examination, 7th November, and the Head Master and his Assistant recommended as the 
examiners, the programme urns ordered to be sent to the Commissioners for their approval, with the number 
of marks recommended for each subject by the Board, viz. : — Latin, 1,200 ; French, 700 ; English, 1,200; 
Arithmetic, 600; Algebra, 600; Euclid, 600. — English, Arithmetic, Euclid, Algebra, and one of the three 
languages, viz. : — Greek, Latin, or French, compulsory.

Annual Report for year ended 30th June, 1894. 

My Lords and Gentlemen. 

I have the honour of submitting to you the Third Annual Report of proceedings of the Donegal Roman 
Catholic Board of Education, 

During the year ended30th June, 1894, five meetings have been held, all presided over by the Most Rev. 
Dr. O’Donnell, except one at which the Vice-Chairman, Mr. M'Loone, presided. The Rev. Joseph Boyle, late 
professor in the Irish College, Paris, has been appointed by the School Committee Professor in the High School, 
Letterkenny. 

It was arranged to hold, at the Literary Institute, Letterkenny, on the 2nd September, 1893, a competitive 
examination for two free places, to be provided out of the Raphoe Royal School Endowment Notice of this 
examination had been published in the local press six months previously. The course and subjects of the 
■examination were in accordance with paragraph (d) of the 59 th clause of the Scheme. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Maguire, Maynooth, was unanimously elected Commissioner to represent our Board for 
1894. 

Resolutions, copies of which have already been forwarded, bearing, on the sale of the Townawilly estate to 
the tenants, and urging a speedy completion of preliminaries, were passed. 

Two cheques, one for £48 2s., and the other for £100, have been sent to our Board by the Commissioners of 
Education in. Ireland. 

In reply to a circular sent on the 19th May, 1894, by the Secretary to the Commissioners, bearing on the 
time, place, course, examinations for free places, the Secretary of this Board was directed to send copy of minute 
of proceedings of meeting held on the 29th May, showing that for the past two years examinations have been held 
in accordance with the terms of clause 59 of the Scheme immediately before the beginning of the scholastic year, 
in September, and free places awarded, that notice of the examinations with programme, die., was published in the 
local press in spring, and that no date later than the beginning of the scholastic year would in any way suit 
for the competitive examination. The freejplaces and other prizes awarded at the examinations help to draw boys 
to the Diocosan Seminary when the classes are being formed ; from every point of view it is desirable that 
parents should be encouraged to send their children in good time to school, instead of sending them for broken 
parts of the year. 

The Commissioners will, no doubt, be pleased to learn that nineteen students got passes at the recent Inter- 
mediate Examinations, and four gained prizes and Exhibitions.

Report for the year ending June 30, 1894. 

Enniskillen, 1st August, 1894. 

The Board reports that in addition to the ordinary duties devolving upon it, the members have been 
specially engaged with the following subjects, which have been dealt with in the manner hereinafter stated: 

(1.) The Tenants’ proposal to buy out their holdings at 16 years’ purchase — In regard to this matter the 
Board after the most careful consideration unanimously came to the conclusion that it would not be in the 
interests of Education in the district, that this, or indeed any offer of less than 20 years' purchase, should be 
accejjted, at all events during the lifetime of the annuitants ; and the Board set forth its views on the question 
in a letter dated 20th December, 1893, showing that if the offer be entertained practically no Endowment 
would be available now for Educational purposes, so far as this Board’s share is concerned. 

(2.) Free Places. — The Board has made the needful arrangements for bringing section 59 of the Scheme into 
operation on and after 1st January next. 

(3.) Portora Repairs. — The Report of the Board of Works’ Surveyor having been sent to this Board for its 
opinion, the Board replied that his statement about Dr. Lindesay having “ done some small repairs at his own 
expense ” was not quite correct ; and to avoid misunderstandings in the future, the Board thinks it right to 
state that in 1890 the Commissioners’ Architect estimated that £1,300 would bo required to put the premises 
in a decent and habitable condition. The Commissioners of those clays — although possessed of ample reserves — 
refused to give more than about half of this sum. and consequently Dr. Lindesay was obliged to complete the 
works at his own expense, as the income of the Board was totally inadequate to meet such exceptional expen- 
diture. Thus the £724 spent by the Commissioners has been supplemented by £624 paid by Dr. Lindesay, and 
by £102 paid by this Board — in all £1,450, or considerably more than the Architect’s original estimate. 

The efficiency and success of Portora Royal School continue under the present Head Master and his excellent 
staff; and the numbers on the Rolls at 26th June, 1894 — 71 Boarders and 31 Day Boys — indicate the esteem 
an which this old and famous institution is still held by the public.

VIII. Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Third Annual Report for the year ending 30th June, 1894. 

To the Commissioners op Education in Ireland. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We have the honour to submit to you the Third Ann ual Report of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic 
Board of Education. 

It is with the deepest regret that we announce to you the death of the Most Rev. James Donnelly, d.d ., 
late Bishop of Clogher, Chairman of this Board since its formation. His interest in the successful working of 
the Ulster Royal School Endowments Scheme is too well known to your Board to require any mention in 
this report. 

During the past year five meetings were held. The first of these meetings was held on 20th September, 

1893. The results of the third annual Examination for two free places in St. Macarten’s Seminary, held under 
section 59 of the Scheme, were submitted to the Board and approved of. One boy was awarded a full free 
place for two years as a boarding pupil, two others, being of equal merit, were awarded a reduction of £10 a 
year for two years in the school pension. The, boys had the option in all cases of attending the Seminary as 
day pupils, if they desired to do so. Arrangements were made for the issuing of advertisements, etc., for the 
Fourth Annual Examination for free places, the date fixed for the Examination being June 27th and 28th, 

1894. 

At a special meeting held on 30th J anuary, for the purpose of electing a successor as Commissioner on 
the Board of Education, and as Chairman of the Local Board, to the Most Rev. James Donnelly, d.d., whoso 
death had occurred since the last meeting of the Board, the Very Rev. Thomas Smollen, p.p., Vice-Chairman, 
was unanimously elected to fill both positions. The Rev. P. Smyth, P.P., was elected Vice-Chairman. 

The fourth and fifth meetings were held on the 26th March and 20th June respectively, and routine 
business was transacted. 

In conclusion, we beg to state that fifty-four students were entered on the Roll of St. Macarten’s Seminary 
as boarding pupils during the past academical year. 

At the Intermediate Examinations held in J une, 1894, two pupils of St. Macarten’s Seminary obtained. 
Exhibitions in the Middle Grade.
